WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


_ With the passing of the first shock of surprise at the 
size of the various pack of staples in canned foods, as 
shown in the recently announced statistics, the market 
has settled down to a serious consideration of them, with 
the result that buyers are quietly but with determination 
looking towards the supplying of their wants before the 
prices move against them. ; 

For instance, in tomatoes the realization that the ex- 
cess is all on the Pacific coast, where it will stay and not 
come into competition with the general tomato market, 
and the further realization that high prices of wheat, 
meat, potatoes and other foods have forced tomatoes, as 
the poor man’s meat, into the position of being the most 
prominent cheap food obtainable, has caused jobbers to 
believe that there will be a very strong demand for. to- 
matoes from now on. More than this they know that the 
real demand for canned foods commences only in Feb- 
ruary, and that the four months following see canned 
foods go out more quickly than at any other period of the 
year. To have a part in this “go out” they must first 
take the goods in, for they are very low on supplies, and 
are now asking for immediate shipment upon such orders 
as are placed. They-are using their best efforts not to put 
the market up on themselves, and are buying in. small 
lots and very quietly, so that he tranquility has not been 
disturbed; but when it is known that the warehouses of 
Baltimore have been shipping goods out-very rapidly the 
past fortnight it will be seen, that after all there is some 
life to the market. ed eat 

The last two weeks in January saw quite a good 
sale of tomatoes in the Western territory, and stocks on 
hand, unsold, are now reported as unexpectedly low, and 
a considerable proportion of the holdings are represented 
as of good quality. In the east, naturally, the holdings 


‘are heavier. but packers have confidence in them, believ- 


ing they will bring profit-showing prices before many days. 
days: 

Corn has been in fair demand here in the East, but 
in general the market is reported quiet and firm. In the 
West rumor says that the sales, recently, have been very 
heavy, reducing the holdings by practically one-third.

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Fancy and extra standard corn is becoming scarce, and 
the jobbers are taking no chances upon getting left on 
‘this style of corn. The holdings of corn in the East have 
been light for many months and what is held is in good 
hands, and the buyers will have to pay the prices or go. 
without. 

Peas are rapidly regaining their proper position, and 
much business has been done throughout the country. 
Wisconsin reports that the larger sizes in standard grades 
are becoming scarce and that 75c now represents the mar- 
ket, where 62%c. was heard only a short time ago. The 
great change has come over the holders, who now find 
cause for faith in their goods where a few months ago 
they could see no hope. Better grades of peas particularly 
will gain in strength ,and may find an added impetus from 
a strong demand for use in export, not as canned peas, 
but as one of the ingredients of an article showing heavy 
exports. This feature of the matter is worthy of very 
serious consideration ; and what applies to canned peas is 
also true, to a greater or less extent, in many other articles 
of canned foods. The armies at war do not want for 
rations straight canned peas, canned corn, canned toma- 
toes or even canned beans, but as we have before hinted, 
Germany has been feeding her soldiers out of cans, the 
ration being a compound of vegetables with meats and 
meat juices; in other words a finished, well-balanced 
meal. And the Allies no doubt are doing the same thing, 
though to a less extent ; but it promises to grow in extent, 
until both sides are using the rational ration—canned 
foods. The one difficulty in this is that supplies to pro- 
duce these rations cannot be secured from ground cov- 
ered with snow and ice, nor from fields or gardens where 
there are no farmers to work them. An army is a huge 
consumer and a non-producer, and so must count upon 
its supplies from the outside. Its supplies must be in 

_ the shape of food to which the soldiers are accustomed, 
however, and somehow or other the Governments man- 
age to feed their soldiers, are feeding them and will con- 
tinue to feed them. Canned foods now in stock will play 
a very important part in this very matter before nature 
can produce new goods here or in Europe, and despite the 
immoral quackings of some of our moralists (?). . 
Sweet potatoes have been in strong demand this past 
week, and the prices on them have gone up to high fig- 
ures, advancing from 10c to 20c and are still moving. 
There are not many other changes to be noted in the 
market pages, but all lines have felt a share of buying. 
One of the most important happenings of the week 
was the meeting of the Tri-State Association on Thurs- 
day, when one of the best meetings ever held by that As- 
sociaton, or by any local Association, took place. There 
was a very representative attendance present ,and as for 
an array of scientific and expert speakers it would be 
hard to find its equal. The great sanitary expert of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, Dr. B. J. Howard, gave a most en- 
lightening talk, followed by Prof. Norton, of the Mary- 
land Agricultural Experiment Station and an authority 
on tomato growing. Professors Orton and Shoemaker, 
of the United States Bureau_of Plant Industry, Wash- 
ington, gave valuable talks and instructions to the con- 
vention, followed by Professors Mans and McCue from 
the Delaware Experiment Station. and by Dr. Cook, of 
the New Jersey Experiment Station. Dr. Bigelow, of 
the National aCnners’ Association Laboratories, told the 
canners some straight truths in a way that impressed 
them, and the cannery inspectors for Maryland, and 
Delaware showed by their reports just what the actual 
conditions in these two States were during the past sea- 
son. It was an exceptionally beneficial meeting and the 
canners who stayed away hurt themselves more than they 
will ever know. : 
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MEETING OF THE TRI-STATE ASSOCIATION. 


Hotel Dupont, Wilmington, Del., January 27th, 28th, 1915— 
One of the Largest and Best Tomato Meetings Yet Held. 


The Executive Meeting of the Tri-State Association called 
for Wednesday evening, the 27th, was better attended than any 
heretofore. President Hoffecker explained that the purpose of 
the meeting was to have open discussion on all matters that 
might come before the general meeting the next day. He ex- 
plained that the Committee of the N. C. A. Tomato Section, to- 
gether with the Special Improvement Committee of the Tri- 
State appointed last July, had met in the afternoon to consider 
three recommendations which were to be submitted to the To- 
mato Section in New York during the National Convention. 
Mr. F. A. Torsch was called on to read these recommendations 
and explain them. 

Owing to some alterations and changes in the phraseology, 
these will be found at the end of this article in their definite 
form, but it will suffice to explain here that the first recommen- 
dation called for the reporting of daily sales of canned tomatoes 
and the prices at which sold, to the secretary of the N. C. A. at 
Washington and their dissemination by the secretary to all 
tomato canners reporting. The second recommendation called 
for the gathering of acreage and crop conditions weekly, re- 
ports to be sent to the secretaries of the local associations. 
The third recommendation covered the reporting of packs and 
stocks on hand monthly, but which feature was later changed 
to weekly. The meeting gave itself up entirely to a discussion 
of the first recommendation and the means of carrying it out. 

Mr. F. M. Shook, secretary of the Ohio Canners’ Associa- 
tion, explained that the packers reported to him weekly the 
amount of their acreage, crop conditions, future sales, spot 
sales, total pack and stocks on hand, and that after compiling 
the figures, each member of the Association was sent a report. 
He explained that they reported by number on printed cards 
so that all was kept in strictest secrecy. The majority of pack- 
ers in the State belong to the Association and reported, but 
only members who reported got reports back from the secre- 
tary. This has long been known as the Iowa plan, having been 
in force in that State for several years now and working in 
splendid shape. The recommendation, therefore, is somewhat 
along this line, and after an extensive discussion and consid- 
eration, in which nearly all present joined at one time or an- 
other, and on which Mr. Torsch went extensively into consider- 
ations and the ways in which they should be carried out, Mr. 
Numsen moved ‘,That the Tri-State Association endorse the 
recommendations of the double committee (Committee on 
Statistics of the N. C. A. Tomato Section and the Committee on 
Improvements of the Tri-State Association), and that the de- 
tails of the proper working of these recommendations be left 
to that committee to be worked out.” This motion was sec- 
onded by Mr. E. V. Stockham and unanimously carried. 

Although the hour attained was after eleven, inasmuch as 
Mr. John S. Hughes, of the Sprague Canning Machinery Co., 
had set up and ready for operation his moving picture show, 
first of an ideal pea canning factory, and a second reel of an 
old style, slovenly pea cannery, all voted to let the show go on. 
It was attentively followed and very much appreciated by all, 
and a vote of thanks tendered the very efficient amateur op- 
erator. 

THE ANNUAL MEETING. 


Thursday, January 28th, 1914. 

When President Hoffecker called the meeting to order in 
the Hotel Dupont in Wilmington on the morning of January 
28th, there was found present the largest and most representa- 
tive attendance that the Tri-State Association has seen in years. 

After the roll call and the reading of the minutes of the 
last meeting, which were approved, President Hoffecker named 
the following Committee on Nominations: lL. Hires, E. Greena- 
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baum, H. B. Messenger, Wm. Silver and E. White. He also 
named the Auditing Committee for the treasurer’s accounts: 
Cc, S. Stevens, E. V. Stockham and'H. Cannon. 

Mr. F. A. Torsch reported as the chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Improvements appointed last July, briefly reveiwing the 
work done, as outlined in the last evening’s session In order 
to make the action official, Mr. Numsen’s resolution reported 
above was repeated, seconded by Mr. H. B. Messenger, and 
adopted. 

Cleanliness and What It Means. 

The Chair then introduced Dr. B. J. Howard, of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture, who spoke 
on “The Importance of Cleanliness in the Production of a Sani- 
tary Product.” Dr. Howard said that the question is often 
asked “Don’t the canners know how to keep clean?” and most 
consumers, as well-as all canners, consider that they do, but 
experience has proven that this is not always so. He gave it as 
his opinion that the low prices now prevailing for tomatoes are 
largely due to the poor way in which they are packed and to 
a too general idea on the part of the public that they are not 


put up ni a strictly sanitary way. He told the canners plainly: 


that they had no right to produce food that was not entirely fit 
for consumption from every point of view. He reminded his 
readers that he had visited the Italian canners last year, and 
that out of 120 of the factories there, only one refused him 
entrance, and he said he felt sure that like conditions existed 
in our country and that the packers were perfectly willing to 
comply with any sanitary requirement, but did not always un- 
derstand how to. 

He read a letter from a large catsup manufacturer, who 
stated that unquestionably his factory was as cleanly and sani- 
tarily equipped and conducted as it was possible to be, that 
when they first began the manufacture of catsup the bacterial 
content, etc., was very low. Later, however, although the stock 
coming to hand was excellent and the same degree of care in 
every respect was exercised in the manufacture. the bacterial 
content showed far above the Government’s limitations, from 
which he concluded that it was not possible to produce catsup 
that would comply with the Government’s requirements; and 
the writer went on to say that he thought the Government owed 
it to him to send a man to the plant at once, so that they could 
observe the sanitary methods under which he produced the 
goods and not subject him later to prosecution. 

Dr. Howard at once responded to the call and visited his 
factory. He spent one day going over it thoroughly, noting all 
conditions, but suggesting nothing. The next day, in response 
io the repeated requests of the owner, he began pointing out 
where the trouble lay. The tomatoes were sorted in bins, the 
tables were dirty and covered with an accumulation of slime; 
the carrying chains and flights which elevated the tomatoes to 
the crusher were likewise encrusted; the crushing box was 
close up under the ceiling, with hardly any light, and the inside 
of it thick with accumulated and rotting tomato waste. Fur- 
ther investigation revealed the fact that scrub brushes and 
brooms were ancient and bedragged and the cleaning force un- 
able to reach the dirt because of the machinery and conveying 
apparatus. On the second day in question, with the owner and 
« force of cleaners properly armed with steel brushes, electric 
flash lights, sealding water and scrapers, the plant was thor- 
oughly cleaned, changes made in some of the mechanical fea- 
‘ures and a test of the pulp under the new conditions proved it 
to be low in bacterial count, just as the first day’s run had been. 
The proprietor confessed his utter amazement, having consid- 
ered his plant an ideal one. 

Dr. Howard emphasized the necessity of careful inspection 
of all tomatoes by competent hands and not by the lowest class 
of labor; that corners be guarded against, and that in applying 
live steam as a purifying agent, after thoroughly cleansing, it 
should be so slowly applied as to thoroughly heat the clean 
surfaces and not be merely brushed over. He warned against 
the use of iron pipes in conveying pulp, especially catsup, giv- 


ing a demonstration of how this darkens the product. He 
urged his audience to see that their machines were so arranged 
that the cleaners could get at them easily and thoroughly. He 
made a lasting impression on his audience for his address was 
one which every tomato and catsup canner in the country 
should have heard. 


The Combating of Tomato Diseases. 


The Chair then called on Prof. Norton, of the Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment Station, who spoke on ‘“‘The Effect of 
Blight and Wilt.”” He asked his audience to carefully distin- 
guish between Blight, which is a form of leaf spots or apparent 
sun effect, and Wilt, which is a fungus disease in the stem of 
the plants, and, existing in the soil, is very difficult to combat. 

He reported that blight is extensive throughout the Tri- 
State region, but that during the past year, in connecion with 
Mr. W. C. Travers, they had conducted experiments at Falls- 
ton, Havre de Grace, Betterton and Denton, all in Maryland. 
There is no question in his mind but that spraying with Bor- 
deaux Mixture will control the blight, and he suggested as a 
mixture for this 5 pounds of copper sulphate, 5 pounds of lime 
to one barrel of water. He showed that where the spraying 
was properly done in one instance they secured 327 bushels 
from a sprayed acre as against 245 bushels from an acre not 
sprayed; and in another instance they received 366 bushels 
from the sprayed portion, as against 274 bushels from the un- 
sprayed, and that in all cases the fruit was of a very much finer 
quality. He advocated spraying after a rain as being most ef- 
fective and necessary, directing the canners to get the- spray 
under the leaves, as that is where the trouble is. 

For combating the wilt, he urged a five-year rotation of 
crops, but said that about the only thing which would over- 
come it would be the planting of wilt-resisting varieties. He 
stated that they had some seed from resistant pldnts which 
they would give out, provided the recipient would guarantee to 
plant it in accordance with directions so that a checking might 
be kept on it. He said this seed had been derived from special 
strains of Greater Baltimore and Stone varieties, and also from 
Corless, although this latter, he said, was a poor yielder. 

He urged the necessity on the part of the canners to work 
with them, as the situation is growing serious, and it might 
mean dire consequences to the industry unless they gave their 
attention to it. The support of the canners in this work is nec- 
essary, but the Experiment Station will give all the assistance 


in their power. 
Dr. Orton Speaks. 


President Hoffecker next introduced Dr. W. A. Orton, who 
followed much along the same line, reminding the canners that 


they must look to the question of crop production. He also 
urged the development of wilt-resisting varieties and stated 
that the U. S. Department of Agriculture had made arrange- 
ments to work directly with the Maryland, Delaware and New 
Jersey Experiment Stations in the correction of these troubles, 
and that they would put additional men in the field and do the 
work in a way that could be used by the growers, but he warned 
the canners that success in this effort depended entirely on their 
hearty co-operation. 

The Chair next called on Dr. Cook, of the New Jersey Ex- 
periment Station, who stated that while they had not under- 
taken any direct campaign against the enemies of the tomato 
crop in New Jersey, he had traveled over much of the State 
and noted that some blight was present, but, he stated, how- 
ever, that they expected during the coming year to give direct 
and special attention to these important matters, and that he, 
himself, would give much of his time to it. 


Prof. McCue, of the Delaware Experiment Station, “re- 
minded his hearers that not all the troubles in raising tomatoes 
were due to disease. He warned them that better plants were 
necessary and that the canner should look to this point of fur- 
nishing their growers with more healthy plants to begin with. 
He stated he had written a number of canners asking what 
their average yield per acre in the past year had been, and one 
man had replied from six to seven tons and another not a mile 
away reported one and one-half to two tons. He remarked 
that there was something rotten here somewhere. He told the 
canners that they must raise the plants in cold frames and aim 
th prolong their season by starting early. 


Prof. Manns, also of the Delaware Experiment Station, 
said that the matter of Wilt was a very serious consideration 
in that State. He gave it as his opinion that the canners should 
pay more for sprayed tomatoes, specifying at least three sprays 
after transplanting. He showed them that they would be re- 
paid for it by getting better quality stock and that the growers 
would be encouraged to make the improvement. 


Mr. Shoemaker, of the U. S. Bureau of Plant Industry, 
spoke interestingly upon the color of the tomatoes. He said 
the Italians were able to produce, without artificial means, a 
higher colored tomato product than the Americans; and wish- 
ing to find out how this was so, experiments had been made 
growing the Italian tomatoes in this country, but without se- 
curing the same result, as apparently the bright sunshine of 
Italy produces the difference. He told the canners that the 
purple variety of tomatoes was only skin deep, as far as color 
was concerned. “Some people,” he said, “think that if they 
dose themselves up enough with drugs they can defy all the 
laws of health, and a number of growers treat their soils much 
the same way, thinking that if they apply sufficient commercial 
fertilizer all evils will be avoided.’’ He said, ““You can’t use 
fertilizers and leave off cultivation, but you must keep the 
plants healthy by horticultural practices, keep humus in the soil 
and there is nothing that does this so well as stable manure.” 
He further stated that they had received as high as thirty tons 
of tomatoes per acre at the-Arlington testing grounds, where 
no commercial fertilizers had been used in the past ten years. 
They set their plants 6 feet by 6 feet, 2,000 plants to the acre. 
A heavy application of manure was made in the fall and plowed 
under; another such application in the spring and thoroughly 
disced in. 

He made an interesting demonstration of the effect on 
yield by crossing various strains of tomatoes. For instance, a 
crop of Ponderosa, which yielded 8 tons of canning stock and 
4 tons of culls, with Trophy, which yielded about the same in 
both cases, gave as a cross 14 tons of canning stock and 5 tons 
of culls. We will publish this table showing the results of the 
various crossings in our next week’s issue. Mr. Shoemaker 
suggested that where such hybridization is practiced that the 
canners will do well to furnish the growers with the plants and 


not with seeds. 
Dr. Bigelow Speaks. 


The Chair next called on Dr. W. D. Bigelow, who, in open- 
ing, said that he wanted to make a few remarks straight from 
the shoulder, as he could now talk in a way and on matters 
which he could not have done while in the Bureau of Chem- 
istry. He first urged the importance of the canners thoroughly 
co-operating with the Department of Agriculture and the State 
Experiment Stations in the work under consideration in check- 
ing the ravages of tomato diseases. He said that the canners 
had promised, but had not furnished the information nor lent 
any assistance in the past year. He stated that Prof. Vaughan, 
from Wisconsin, and himself had visited during the summer 
one of the spray testing plots and found that the grower had 
refused to let Prof. Norton spray the plants for fear he might 
knock off some fruit. Where the spraying was rightly done, a 
wonderful difference in yield, and quality particularly, was 
noticeable. We are sorry to say that as far as last year’s ef- 
forts went, most of the work left to the canners or growers was 
very poorly done. There should be better co-operation and the 
seriousness of the situation requires this. He said the tomato 
plant is weakest when it is ripening its fruit, and is, therefore, 
more susceptible to disease at that time than any other. 

He explained that in a healthy, ripe tomato the walls pro- 
tecting the seeds’ sells average a half inch in thickness. In 
a green tomato these walls are not over 1-16th of an inch and 
in a blighted tomato turned red or pink, but which never ripen, 
the walls are of the same thickness as in a green tomato. More 
than that, blighted fruit is tasteless, high in acid and low in 
sugar, and such fruit need not be accepted by the canners as 
the law prohibits its use. If the canners will follow up this 
work as they should, lending their influence and endorsement, 
the experiment station men will give scientific advice of incalcu- 
lable value, he said. 

Turning to the subject of added water in tomatoes, Dr. 
Bigelow reminded the canners that they had pledged themselves 
last July to inform on any canners known to be using water, 
and that they had not done so. He said the Government could 
stop this; that Dr. Alsberg authorized him to say that they 
could now definitely prove the presence of water in tomatoes, 
and that there were a number of prosecutions about to be made 
for the violation of the law in this respect. He told the can- 
ners that they should stop it themselves, and not look to 
the Government to do so, that it would never be stopped until 
they banded together for their own protection. They could 


blame this practice for the low prices now prevailing; that 
the packers who operated in a slovenly way, adding water to 
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their product and selling it at a lower price than their com- 
petitors,hurt every man in the industry and gave the entire out- 
put a black eye. He reminded them that horse-stealing, or 
rustling, was stamped out in the West, not by the sheriffs, but 
by the horse owners, and these unlawful operators in the 
canned tomato field must be handled the same way. 

Speaking on the sanitary requirements, he urged every fac- 
tory to have a corps of either men or women especially for 
cleaning up, and not to leave this to careless, haphazard meth- 
ods, but to make a feature of it. He endorsed all that had been 
said on the matter of sorting, and urged the packers to appoint 
intelligent operators, and not the poorest help for this work. 
Tomatoes must be hand-picked and carefully inspected, not 
piled on rapidly moving belts, where it was impossible to do 
good work. He emphasized the utmost importance of careful 
sorting before scalding, particularly where pulp is made, as 
it is also of relative importance in the canned product. 

The Chair then called on Dr. Messick, Cannery Inspector of 
Delaware, to read his ahnualh report. In order to give our 
readers more time for a careful attention to this, we are going 
to withhold this report until next week. 

President Hoffecker, alluding to Dr. Messick’s statement 
that he intended asking amendments to the present Delaware 
law, reminded the Convention that the Delaware Legislature is 
now in session, and asked what they wished to do wjth it. Mr. 
Torsch moved that a committee of three Delaware canners be 
appointed to co-operate with Dr. Messick in the preparation of 
the necessary amendments. This was seconded and carried, 
and the following committee was appointed: John G. Town- 
send, John S. Reynolds and John Watkins. 

The Chair then called on Mr. Beasley, Cannery Inspector 
for Maryland, to read his annual report. This we will also 
withhold in connection with Dr. Messick’s for next week. 


Election of Officers. 


Mr. H. B. Messenger, Chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee, reported as follows: W. O. Hoffecker, President; H. L. 
Cannon, Vice-President, from Delaware;.G. E. Diament, Vice- 
President from New Jersey; F. A. Torsch, Vice-President from 
Maryland; C. M. Dashiell, Secretary. Mr. Langrall moved that 
the rules be suspended and that the Secretary cast the ballot 
for the officers as nominated, and this was done, and they were 
declared elected. 

The following Executive Committee was also appointed:

A rising vote of thanks was tendered the distinguished 
speakers, and upon motion the meeting adjourned.

Holdings at the beginning of the reporting pe- 
riod, and as new members join the reporting system, 
they to report their holdings on the date of joining; 


Quantities packed from week to week; 


These reports to be gathered from a date as early in the 
year as practicable and to be continued weekly throughout the 
year until the close of the packing season; 

This information to be handled by the respective local 
secretaries and reported direct to local members contributing 
the information; and a copy of same to be sent to the Secretary 
of the National Canners’ Association, to be combined with 
similar information received from all local organizations, and 
issued in the form of a condensed weekly bulletin to a list of 
= members of the local associations who furnished informa- 
tion.

The end of the month shows better than the beginning—Better buying demand because of 


low stocks in retailers’ and jobbers’ hands seem certain—Tomatoes seem to gain 


strength—Fair business passing in most lines—Picked up in the market.

The Market.—The first month of the year is over, and 
while trade activities of the month haven’t been all that was 
hoped, the fact remains that as a whole the situation is better 
at the close than at the beginning, and the prospect for further 
improvement is promising. Buyers are still somewhat chary 
about orders, but they are making more inquiries, and in time 
sales will result. In the principal varieties it seems quite cer- 
tain that retailers are carrying small stocks and consumptive 
demand will surely add to the demand from retailer to jobber. 
Indeed, there are those in the trade who seem certain that sub- 
stantially all retailers are carrying such small stocks, rela- 
tively, that they must shortly increase them or be without suf- 
ficient to satisfy their customers. Meanwhile the official figures 
have been published, and while they were larger than some 
expected, the fact remains that the increases are in localities 
which cannot in the nature of things become serious compet- 
itors of the Eastern portion of the country, and therefore the 
larger pack in some leading varieties can hardly exercise much 
influence upon the general situation. Holders remain firm in 
their views and tomatoes seem to have acquired considerable 
additional steadiness since last week. This is due to the fact 
that most holders are convinced that improved buying will 
shortly be present and the shortage in the Eastern part of the 
country will be the real situation with which dealers here will 
have to reckon. The outlook is, on the whole, so good that few 
are disposed to doubt steady increases in movement and cor- 
responding firmness of prices. And undoubtedly this attitude 
of mind will go a long way toward maintaining the situation 
in its present position until the movement reaches a better 
stage than it has held during the past few weeks. 

Tomatoes.—A better feeling has developed and most in- 
terests are free to say that the sellers at 65c for No. 3s have de- 
creased in number. It would seem from present indications that 
the firmness is here to stay. Indeed, it is hard to find a seller 
for No. 3s below 67%¢, and still others insist upon 70c. That 
is a little extreme and sales are too few to be considered at 
that price. Still, the fact that some are holding their goods at 
that figure is an indication of the trend of the market. For 
No. 28 47%c is the regular price, though it is possible to buy 
at 45c in a few instances. Holders are more certain of an ad- 
vance in some directions and are asking 50c for these goods. 
It would appear, however, that 4744c is about outside for most 
supplies and the situation seems to indicate little change from 
that. No. 10s are not moving with much animation, but hold- 
ers are more certain of early revival of interest and are quoting 
$2.25 @2.30 here and $2.10 f. o. b. factory. The fact that buy- 
ers are not anxious for these goods at present makes little, or 
no, difference and sales, while small, are generally at a firm 
price. The shortage in Maryland, Delaware, New Jersey and 
Virginia is sufficient to cause a good deal of speculation among 
larger buyers regarding the probability of securing full sup- 
plies. Holders are not urging sales and buyers begin to believe 
that perhaps they better protect themselves before it is too 
late. 
Corn.—A good jobbing demand is reported for better 
grades, but the general situation offers nothing but demand for 
small lots. Buyers are not anxious to stock up beyond present 
requirements and are not taking on anything which they can- 
not dispose of at once. The supply, however, is not sufficient 
to cause any uneasiness and larger sales are anticipated in the 
near future. Maine pack is substantially out of first hands and 


packers are considering opening prices for this season’s out- 
put. While no figure has been named, those factors who have 
been in the market recently are sure that it will not be any 
less than last year, and a higher figure is possible. New York 
pack is moving slowly, though outside prices seem to _ prevail. 
Buyers take only small quantities, but this represents only the 
satisfaction of the barest demand. Southern stock is un- 
changed, but is firmly held in nearly all instances. Western 
pack is about the same, with business done only to satisfy the 
requirements of the preent. Holders expect better business 
later and sales are made in relatively small quantities only for 
the time. 

Peas.—Low grade stock is firmer under the increased de- 
mand which has developed of late. The low prices quoted have 
attracted buyers and business has been done in larger quanti- 
ties than for some time, and has improved in all positions. The 
further fact that some of these stocks have removed from the 
market a decidedly weakening tendency is xrting some influ- 
ence and buiness has been upon a better basis than before this 
season. - Prices have not advanced, but sellers show less incli- 
nation to force goods on the market regardless of what they 
obtain, and the situation has improved to that extent. In the 
better qualities conditions have not changed materially, and 
while it might be possible to buy large quantities at relatively 
low prices, the prospect of the coming few months encourages 
holders to refuse concessions. Nothing is said about futures, 
but here and there a packer would be glad to know what buy- 
ers expect to do the coming season. No lower prices are prom- 
ised and generally the prospect indicates higher values than 
prevailed last year. 

String Beans.—Movement is slow, but prices are firm. No 
1 refugees are held at $1.80 and No. 2s are quoted at $1.50. 
For No. 3s $1.30 is asked and No. 4s are steady at $1.00. Buy- 
ers are conservative and orders arenot large enough to create 
any particular interest in the market. Maryland No. 10s are 
steady at $2.75 and standard No. 3s at 77%c., while No. 2s 
can be obtained at 62%c. No. 10 cuts are held at $3.00, and 
standard 3s at 85c. Standard No. 2s are quoted at 62%c. 
Buyers are apparently more interested than they have been and 
the prospect of increased business is promising. 

Baked Beans.—Some retailers have been making heavy 
runs upon baked stock of late and sales have increased propor- 
tionately. As a whole the market is steady, but here and there 
a dealer will shade quotations for the purpose of clearing out 
stocks. Plain No. 1s are held at 37%c and No. 2s at 50c, with 
No. 3s following at 75c. Extra standard No. 3s are quoted at 
$1.00, and ih sauce at $1.50. Kidney 1s are firm at 45c. and 
2s at 70c. 

Succotash.—Movement is slow. Buyers take only small 
lots. For Maine pack up to $1.05 is quoted, and for State 
9216c seems to be outside, while Southern is held firmly up to 
a with here and there a chance to pick up a lot at lower 
values 


Spinach.—Sales have improved slightly during the week, 
but no change in position has been reported. For No. 2 Mary- 
land pack 60c is asked and for standard No. 3s 72%c seems to 


be the figure, with No. 10s held at $2.60. Supplies on hand 
seem to be sufficient to satisfy immediate requirements. 


Potatoes.—A steady market, but without animation. Hold- 
ers are not making concessions, still the outlook is fair and 
buyers are increasing inquiries. For standard Maryland 3s 
80c seems to be about the figure and for No. 10s $2.75 is the 


price. 
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Fruits—Demand seems to be about an average for the 
season. Inquiry is steadily increasing, but has not yet become 
a matter which brings increased prices. Holders are firm in 
their views, and unless some reason exists for doing ’so, are 
rather indisposed to allow stock to go out without obtaining 
full outside prices. Stocks on the Coast are declining and are 
badly broken. The result is a firmer market and a tendency 
toward higher values. 

Apples.—Maryland No. 10s are quoted up to $2.00, but 
movement is so light that this doesn’t really represent the mar- 
ket. Standard No. 3s are firm at 60c. For New York No. 10s 
up to $2.50 is asked, but as low as $2.00 has been accepted. 
Western is steady at $2.50 for the best grades, but the descent 
to $2.00 is rather rapid. Maine pack is held firm at $2.25. 
Movement in all varieties is slow. 

Peaches.—Californias are quiet and sales are in small 
quantities. Gradually stocks on the Coast are reduced and 
holders are more disposed to remain firm in their views and 
refuse to make concessions. However, the retail market will 
need to buy shortly, and this will stimulate movement in all 
positions. Extra 2%s are held at $1.70 and extra standard 
246s are quiet at $1.55, while standard 2s are firm at $1.40. 
Yellow free extras are held at $1.60 for 2%s and extra stand- 
ard 2%s at $1.40. Maryland seconds 2s white are firm at 
72% and yellow are quoted at 75c. Standard 2s white are held 
at s5c and yellows at 90c. For No. 10 pies up to $2.20 is the 
figure. Seconds 3s white are.90c and yellows are 95c. Neither 
appears to be much wanted. 

Plums.—Califtornia pack seems to be about all that are 
available now. Prices are, theretore, steady and sales are made 
chiefiy in small lots. Few buyers care to take hold of large 
quantities at present. No. 2% extras are quoted at $1.42%, 


but other grades are merely nominal in the absence of impor- 
tant business. 


Apricots.—The conditions which govern the market are 
unchanged from last week. The feeling indicates that trade 
will be likely to improve for a time, or as soon as demand be- 
gins. For standard 2%s up to $1.55 is asked and for extra 
standard $1.65, while extras are quoted firm at $1.95. No. 
10s are held as high as $7.25. These figures might be shaded 
on a firm offer, but in the main they represent conditions. 

Berries.—W hile the market offers nothing new in any va- 
riety the feeling is still firm and sales are made chiefly in small 
lots. In some varieties, notably blackberries, very few are left. 
The pack was short and a steady demand since has absorbed 
practically all-that were offered. The sale is, therefore, some- 
what curtailed by this condition. Meanwhile buyers act with 
a good deal of caution and large lots seldom change hands. 

Salmon.—While supplies on the Coast appear to be rather 
large, the feeling is fairly satisfactory and the tendency of 
prices is upward. Increased demand would result in improve- 
ment immediately. The market is, on the whole, in rather 
better position than it was a week ago, while the outlook ap- 
pears to promise better things for the near future. Columbia 
River chinooks are steady at $2.40 for flats and $1.37% for 
halves. Tall sockeyes are held at $1.55 and flats at $2.15. 
Alaska red is firm at $1.55, with sales sometimes made at 
$1.45 for less well-known brands. Pinks are steady at $1.00. 
Medium red is held at $1.25, while chums are 95c. Oregon red 
is steady at $1.27% and flats at $1.47%. Movement is in 
rather small lots, but seems to be increasing. 

Sardines.—Supplies are light and consuming demand is 
fair. The result is a steady range of values, though the quan- 
tities which each buyer takes are relatively small. . Conditions 
are somewhat uncertain regarding the total pack, but this has 
not exerted any material difference upon the situation as yet. 
Unless something occurs to stimulate trade holders will become 
somewhat discouraged. There is little at present to offer any 
suggestion of a ray of hope. Foreign goods are in even worse 
position, and where supplies are available the movement is too 

small to scarcely make a market. Trade is, therefore, quiet 
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in both domestic and foreign pack and sales are in small lots, 
though here and there business is done in a way that indicates 
low supplies among dealers. Replenishment would mean im- 
provement, but that has not yet begun. 

Oysters.—Movement is light, but prices are firmly held. 
Buyers have made more inquiries this week and in a way move- 
ment has increased, too, but is still light. 

Crab Meat.—No change in the situation. 
4%s are held at $17.50 and No. 1s at $13.50. 

Tuna Fish.—The supply is light and sales are made only 
in small lots. For No. 1 flats $7.00 is asked, with halves 
quoted at $5.00. 

Shrimp.—More interest was shown during the week, but 


sales have not been active. No. 1s are quoted at $1.10 and 
No. %s at $2.50.

PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


The United States Department of Agriculture has just is- 
sued a new bulletin in which it points out that the waste in 
salmon canning operations is at least $2,000,000 a year, and 
suggests that it might profitably be utilized in the manufacture 
of fertilizer. 

Paul C. Hedrich is authority for the statement that Russia 
has asked Pacific Coast interests for quotations on pink and 
chum salmon in lots of 100,000 cases and up. While most in- 
terests are ready to agree that probably foreign countries will 
buy considerably increased quantities, they are disposed to 
accept with some reserve the. statements that are so often made 
of large sales. 

O. T. Sewell, of the Gibbs Preserving Company, Baltimore, 
was one of the distinguished visitors to the West Side trade 
during the week just closed. 

W. G. Rouse, of the Easton Commission Company, Easton, 
Md., is of the opinion that tomato prices are right. He analyzes 
the figures of the total pack and points out that the total of 
No. 3s is not so disconcerting after all, since the pack of No. 
10s, No. 28 and No. 2%s is larger than ordinarily. He em- 
phasizes, too, the fact that California, Colorado and Utah ‘pro- 
duced more than 900,000 cases of the excess pack, and not a 
case will come in competition with the pack in the East. 
Against this he places the million or more shortage in Mary- 
land, Delaware and New Jersey, and this, he thinks, is of more 
importance to the Eastern dealer than the excess which has 
been made the basis for a number of lugubrious predictions. 
This shortage of a million cases will, he thinks, be severely 
felt before the 1915 pack is ready for delivery. ; 

J. H. Handley, vice-president of the Dunne-McCord Com- 
pany, Syracuse, N. Y., was a West Side visitor during the week. 

J. F. Donahue, formerly manager of the canned foods de- 
partment of Jones & Williams, Chicago, has severed his connec- 
tioh with that firm and is now in business for himself. He is 
as well known in New York as in Chicago and his friends are 
congratulating him upon his venture. 

The Hunter Preserve Company has been incorporated in 
Newark, N. J., with a capital stock of $20,000. The incorpor- 
ators are Bertha E., Charles A. and Marian C. Hunter, all of 
Newark. 

The Elba Food Products Company has been incorporated 
at Elba, N. Y., with a capital stock of $125,000. The com- 
pany will erect a cannery this spring. 


According to the Hawaiian Pineapple Company, the total 
pack in the Hawaiian Islands last year was 2,252,000 cases. 
On January 1 this year the carry-over was less than on January 
1 last year. Low prices stimulated movement, and as a conse- 
quence a iarger proportion of the pack was disposed of than 
previously. Pineapples are said to be cheapest fruit obtainable 
at present. Low steamer rates since the opening of the Pan-

ama Canal have helped increase the shipments. 
dicate a larger pack in 1915 than last year. 

J. F. Parker, for many years head bookkeeper for U. H. 
Dudley & Co., has associated himself with J. M. McNiece & Co. 
in an executive capacity. 

In its annual report the Alaska Packers’ Association gives 
Sockeye, 47,284 cases; red, 


these statistics of the 1914 pack: 
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884,614 cases; king, 16,032 cases; cohoes, 21,434 cases; pink, 
206,783 cases; chums, 65,833 cases; total, 1241,980 cases. It 
points out that the sale of salmon for export was seriously cur- 
tailed by the war and that business has suffered in other ways 
because of that conflict. The consequence is, says this report, 
that the carry-over for 1914 is the largest in the history of the 
business. Stocks in the hands of the trade are small and buy- 
ing to replenish them will make movement more active. 

A. R. Hatfield, of the Utica Canning Company, Utica, 
N. Y., has been a visitor this week and made his headquarters 
with J. M. MeNiece & Co., the New York agents of the house. 

N. Barrett, of William Silver & Co., Aberdeen, Md., has 
been in New York this week with North & Dalzell. 

Alex. Wiley, head of the department of Eastern and South- 
ern canned foods of the J. K. Armsby Company, has been con- 
fined to his home all this week with an abscess in his ear. He 
is improving and will be back at work shortly. 

Rumors of sales of sockeye salmon from Coast stocks to 
English buyers could not be confirmed, though it was said that 
the purchases involved nearly the whole availably supply. 

London reports a very firm salmon market, with excellent 
prospects for business.

EXPORT TRADE EFFORTS. 


Resolutions Adopted at the Meeting of the Ohio Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, Held in Columbus, O., December 8th, 1914. 


Whereas, Upon investigation as to the possibility of the 
export of canned foods manufactured in the State of Ohio to 
foreign countries, the fact developed that particularly in South 
American countries the import duty, in practically all of the 
South American countries, was of a prohibitive character, and 

Whereas, It is desired that the members of this Associa- 
tion and the canned food trade of the State of Ohio be placed 
in such position to secure export business, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Senators and Congressmen from the 
State of Ohio be petitioned to urge the passage of a reciprocal 


clause in various tariff laws, which may be promulgated from 
time to time in connection with treaties that are made with 
foreign countries; and be it further 

Resolved,’ That the conference report upon this subject, 
which was eliminated from the Underwood Bill by action of 
the Conference Committee of the House and Senate, be in- 
serted in such further regulations as may be presented to Con- 
gress; the clause herewith following being included as a part 
of such treaties or commercial relationship which may be en- 
tered into: 

“Tariff Law—And provided further, that whenever the’ 
President shall ascertain as a fact that any country, depen- 
dency, colony, province, or other political sub-division of Gov- 
ernment imposes any restrictions, either in the way of tariff 
rates, or provisions, trade or other regulations, charges of ex- 
actions, or in any other manner, directly or indirectly, upon 
the importations into or sale in such foreign country of any 
agricultural, manufactured, or other products of the United 
States, which unduly or unfairly discriminates against the 
United States, or the products thereof; or whenever he shall 
ascertain as a fact that any such country, dependency, colony, 
province, or other political sub-division of government imposes 
any restriction or prohibition upon the exportation of any 
article to the United States which unduly or unfairly discrim- 
inates against the United States; or whenever he shall ascer- 
tain as a fact that any such country, dependency, colony, prov- 
ince, or other political sub-division of government does not ac- 
cord to the products of the United States reciprocal and equal 
or equivalent treatment, he shall have the power and it shall 
be his duty to suspend by proclamation the operation of the 
provisions of this act.relative to the rates of duty to be as- 
sessed upon the importation of the following specied articles, 
or such of them as he may deem just and applicable, and to 
substitute therefore the rates of duty hereinafter prescribed 
upon such articles when imported directly or indirectly from 
such country, dependency, colony, province, or other political 
sub-division of government.” 

And be it further Resolved, That the Secretary of this As- 
sociation be instructed to forward a copy of this resolution. to 
Senators and Congressmen from the State of Ohio and to the 
members of the canning industry of the State.

Canneis’ Association cannot keep mempers posted as to actual 
prices, ana ne compiains that brokers are prone to bear the 
market in oraer to get Cheap goods to sell and in order to meet 
compeution trom ower brokers who aiso bear the market. 
: ‘;here 1s Just one absolutely reliabie way to get the facts 
and that 1s to quote actual sales and transactions, naming the 
thie quantity, graae, size and terms. When one attempts to gen- 
eraiuze as to the market he must average it as to price, and 
that is the making of the market by the reporter rather than 
by buyer and seer. For iliustration, if I should report the 
market each week this way rather than by a listed price: 

SALES THIS WEEK. 
All terms 60—10—1% Unless Specified. 

220 Doz. No. 10 N. Y. State Gooseberries, water, Chicago, $2.50 
600 Cases No. 3 Pumpkin, Indiana solid, Chicago........ 75c 
850 Cases No. 2 Western Ohio Extra Std. Corn, 1915 pack, 

Chicago 72 
600 Cases No. 3 Tomatoes, Indiana, Ex. Std. Cannery. 
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.70c 
I would be giving positive transactions and all the above 
are actual sales. 

This work ‘would be expensive and would cost the trade 
papers time ‘and money, but the service would be valuable to 
canners and every one concerned. The reporter could get the 
facts from canners, brokers and wholesalers, and if their 
names were not to be mentioned they would tell the true facts 
and give the actual truth. 

If canners would patronize their canning papers more 
liberally with subscriptions and advertising they would put 
them in a position to do such work. Canning papers are 
kept so poor by the illiberality of the industry that they are 
unable to pay tu: the service which would be able to get such 
information. 

Could the tomato section or corn section or other sections 
secure and furnish such information to members? 

They could not! Why? Because canners would not be 
open and candid and truthful with each other. They would 
not come across with the information. If they got a good 
price they would want to keep the other fellow away from 
their customer ,if they sold at a low price they would be 
ashamed of it and would say nothing. It is really too much 
to expect from your competitor when you ask what price he 
received and in what market he sold, and when, and the grade. 

On regularly organized boards of trade it is easy to get 
the market as transacted, because the sales are recorded and 
reported. 

But be advised. Do not try to so standardize and stapleize 
canned tomatoes or any other canned foods that they can be 
quoted by grade on ’change. All argument of quality would 
then be forever gone and the market would be an option, 
speculative, fictitious and unreliable market for real holders 
of the property, and the option gambler would beable to run 
up the price and then run it down again at pleasure. 

For illustration, they now have a coffee exchange in New 
York and have had for several years. It is regarded as the 
most potent of all influences in pushing down prices and keep- 
ing them down. 

The market»secured from buyers and 
sellers in the big mespets is the thing, and nothing else will 
do the work. 

Subsidize your canners’ papers with a few advertising 
pages to run permanently and a lot éf new subscriptions and 
they: can do the work for you, but all these modern methods 
cost money, and thosé. who need the service must help pay for 
it. I am not an advertising man for a trade paper either, but 
I know what service costs, and that it can only be established 
or improved through added expenses—but it would be well 
worth it. 

Even through the tomato section and through canners’ 
reports if so undertaken, the services of a secretary and a 
couple of stenographers would be required to collect and 
circulate the reports.

The hotel itself is a new one, having just been 
opened a few months ago; this is the first convention held at 
the hotel, and the management may feel sanguine that the 
impression is a lasting one for good. The rooms are large 
and clean, the cuisine is the finest and the service much bet- 
ter than the experienced travelling man could possibly expect. 
There is hardly anything better in any part of the country at 
reasonable rates. 

To manifest their hearty approval the convention mem- 
pers accorded the manager, Mr. Ramey, a rousing vote of 
thanks just before leaving. 

The entertainments and amusements especially prepared 
for the convention consised of everyhing obtainable in a town 
the size of Fredericksburg; large seven-passenger automobiles 
were always at the disposal of the visitors; these being fur- 
nished by local citizens. The Opera House was chartered by 
the supplymen for the evening of Tuesday, 26th ,and a most 
enjoyable entertainment furnished. The supplymen also had 
arranged for music at the hotel at all times while the conven- 
tion meetings were not in session; this consisted of four pieces 
of string instruments. 

Messrs. H. Kronau, Jr., R. A. Sindall and L. G. Kraft 
relieved the professionals during the Monday night dinner, at 
the special request of those in the dining room, who all joined 
in singing, “Maryland, My Maryland,” “Tipperary,” “Dixie,” 
and other popular songs. Again ,on the evening of Tuesday, 
the 26th, Messrs. Sindall and Kronau were induced to play 
the mandolin and guitar, while the entire convention sang 
popular songs; this was before the theatre party. Sindall’s 
impersonation of the great Creatore, and Kronau the mighty 
Caruso, was applauded repeatedly. This, however, was gen- 
tlemanly in every respect, being held in the main lobby of the 


hotel with the approval of the management and the many 
ladies present. 


The Fredericksburg Evening Journal and the Tribune de- 
serve much credit for the excellent advertising and the splen- 
did notices which they published each day recording the pro- 
ceedings of the convention, as well as their help prior to the 
meeting, which made the coming of the canners of great im- 
portance. In every part of town, in the city hall, court house, 
post office and almost every store and quite a few dwellings 
could be seen the banner, ‘Welcome Canners.” The latch 


key was out at all times ,and nothing was too good for the 
food men. 


There is only one thing which must be recorded that does 
not bring with it much pleasure, and that is the attendance 
from southwestern Virginia. There are only a few canners 


in the Shenandoah section around: Fredericksburg; the great | 


majority of these turned out, but there was but a small repre- . 
sentation from the "Roanoke section on~which ~the ‘Virginia 


_ list.as taken from ‘the official register. . 


Canners’ Association must depend for its strength. The Fred- 
ericksburg canners, however, are large packers and they there- 
fore add much to the treasury as well as to the standing of the 
association. Those who could not attend sent their regrets 
and their application for membership, which was really the 
reason for coming to Fredericksburg at this time. Every can- 
ner in that section responded to the call for enrollment, if not 
in person then by proxy. The reason for the small attendance | 
from Roanoke county was ascribed to the impassible condition 
of the roads at this time; Monday they were covered with a 
solid sheet of ice, making it nearly impossible to drive; the 
weather moderated on Tuesday, but left the roads fetlock deep 


in mud and those canners who were brave enough to ignore 
this proved but few. 


The steam yacht ‘“‘Thais’” was at the disposal of visitors, 
but was not used, principally because of the numerous auto- 
mobile rides into the county to view the many historical sights 
about that time-honored city, which boasts that so many of 
our country’s proudest sons made their homes there. George 
Washington, President Monroe, John Paul Jones and several 
others actually lived in Fredericksburg and we were shown 
the houses, everyone of which are kept in excellent condition 
today and are the same as two hundred years ago except pos- 
sibly for the color of the paint. Fredericksburg is one of the 
most interesting towns in the United States and besides being 
justly proud of its earliest citizens it is also admirably situated 
for manufacturing industries. It has a power plant generat- 
ing, by water at a very low cost, more than three hundred 
and fifty thousand horse power. It has at present numerous 
thriving plants in operation, one being the Hazel Hill Canning 
Co., of which Mr. John J. Fisher is manager. Mr. Henry 
Warden is associated with Mr. Fisher ,and it is needless to say 
he became very popular with the members as he is a prince 
of good fellows, a hustler for and believer in his home town. 
He is also interested in several other industries of the city. 

The oyster roast given by the Hazel Hill Canning Co. was 
most enjoyable. Preparations had been made for several hun- 
dred. canners and supplymen; the factory had been especially 
prepared, the great long, peeling and filling counters being 
used a tables. An immense quantity of select oysters were 
steamed in the process kettles, served hot with butter and 
flavoring, fresh celery, crackers, coffee, etc. As only a com- 
paratively small number of convention members were on hand 
to enjoy this rarest of feasts ,arrangements were made so that 
those who wished to invite their friends could do so, the result 
being that about 300 people, including local ladies and gentle- 
men, helped dispose of the luscious bivalve. Those who pre- 
ferred them raw were accommodated. Dozens of Virginia 


negroes in neat uniforms shucked the oysters while others 
served the coffee and rolls. 


Numerous photographs were taken, which, if the pictures 


turn out clear and satisfactory, will be published in our next 
week’s issue. 


The supplymen and Mr. Fisher evidently worked hard and 
planned considerably in advance for the entertainment and 
Pleasure of the members, for the sort of amusement furnished 
and the manner in which it was managed deserves all the 
praise that we are able to give. There is nothing we can say 
that will repay these men, as would have a good attendance 
of canners. We can only add that those who remained at home 
will learn with regret of the most enjoyable time the Virginia 
Canners’ Association has ever experienced. 

Mr. Robert A. Kishpaugh, of the convention committee, 
is entitled to the many thanks he received and expressions of 
approval, as he went to much personal expense and great trou- 
ble to please.

A NOTABLE LETTER.

Indianapolis, September 17, 1914. 
Gentlemen: 
On August 4th we addressed a letter to you asking for a 
report on your corn pack. We addressed this letter to 180 
packers located in the States of Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and Michigan. To these letters we re- 
ceived about 140 replies from packers who are packing corn, 
and quite a few replies from packers who are not packing corn 
this season. The reports that we received and the develop- 
ments since those reports were sent in, giving due consider- 
ation to the general rains over this territory since August 20th, 
indicate the pack of corn in the following States to be: 
Iowa 


230,000 cases. 


This is a total of 5,005,000 cases of corn for these six 
States. We have not mentioned Michigan, because so little 
corn is packed in that State that it makes very little differ- 
ence in the total. According to the report of the National 
Canners’ Association these six States packed last year 4,548,- 
000 cases of corn; thus we have packed this season about 
450,000 cases more corn than was packed last season. Al- 
though we have no statistics on the Maine, New York and 
Maryland pack, we gather from individual reports received 
from those States that the pack will be somewhat larger than 
it was last season, and although we have nothing like actual 
figures to base our calculation on, it is our opinion that the 
total pack of corn in the United States this season will be 
somewhere between nine and ten million cases. Now the 
question to be determined is, what the country will do with 
it and at what price a pack of this size can be marketed. 
Supply and demand, of course, are the factors that must de- 
termine values. It is our opinion that a fair stock of corn 
was carried over in the hands of the retail and wholesale 
grocers. We do not believe they had anything like the quan- 
tity that was carried over from the 1912 pack, but still there 
were a great many thousand cases of corn in the hands of job- 
ber and the retailer when the 1914 packing season began. 
True, there was very little in the hands of the packers, but 
we must not forget that the corn in the hands of the mer- 
chants must be consumed before they will demand additional 
supplies from the packers. The present market on Standard 
Ohio and Indiana Corn is 65c. f. 0. b. facory It is our opinoin 
that this is a fair price, and that the market will remain near 
65c. for a good many months to come. Extra Standard, Ex- 
tra Sweetened Corn and Fancy Corn is scarce and the market 
correspondingly high. Indications are that in every case of the 
higher grades will be wanted for immediate shipment, and 
very little, if any, will be carried over by packers.

A. Synopsis of the Work Done. 


The first official meeting of the convention was called to 
order Tuesday morning in the City Hall, Mr. John J. Fisher 
presiding. Mr. Fisher announced that he had personally se- 
cured 26 new members to the association, nearly all of whom 
are large and influential packers. Considerable discussion then 
developed on the question of a tomato standard, and the 
method of selling goods. Much complaint was heard because 
of some recent rejections by jobbers and some members en- 
deavored to place the blame for this upon the brokers. Mr. F. 
L. Smiley and his son W. C., as well as one or two others, 
took sides with the brokers, however, and pretty well proved 
that the canners themselves are to blame for rejections, the 
cause some times being due to oc quality, but more frequently 
to a lax method in handling the sale, shipment, labelling, etc. 
F. L. Smiley & Son, who have been in business 30 years, have 
never had a car of goods rejected in that entire time, Mr. 
Smiley explaining this by saying that they learn what the 
jobber wants to buy; if they have the quality goods desired 
they draw the contract true to the letter and ship the same 
quality goods which the contract calls for, and then insist on 
acceptance at the price stipulated. This, they say, no sensible 
jobber will refuse to do, with the few exceptions, of course, 
which it is the duty of the packer to know and to whom he 
should never sell at any price or on any terms. The broker 
they say is better able to know this class of “‘rejecting’’ jobbers 
than the packer and must protect the packer. 

Mr. Bradford, of Belair, a broker, explained some of the 
causes of rejections and the work of brokers, which saved the 
day for them and resulted in a committee being appointed to 
investigate further. The adoption of the arbitration clause 
will very probably be the result, as it was admitted to be about 


the simplest way of settling disputes in case of attempted 
rejection. 


The question of government inspection of canneries to de- 
termine the quality of the goods packed was practically aban- 
doned owing to the belief that the government will not place 
itself in such an arbitrary position. 

Mr. John Hughes explained what the Minnesota and Utah 
canners are doing in their association; this in response to some 
questions, ‘‘Why should canners join the Virginia Canners’ 
Association?” It was pointed out that by association much 
money has been saved the members, more value gotten for 
their goods, the consumption increased and the quality im- 
proved, all through working together, packing along recognized 
lines and acting harmoniously instead of fighting uselessly. 

The next session was at ten the next morning in the 
“cote” house, Dr. J. Garnett King presiding. An invocation 
by Rev. R. A. Williams was followed by the mayor’s address. 
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The response to this should have been made by the Rev. Mr. 
Ikenberry, of Roanoke, bu in his absence Mr. W. C. Smiley 
spoke. In this response Mr. Smiley had no preparation, it 
being a spontaneous expression of appreciation of the warm 
welcome extended, and more than one member present re- 
cognized in Mr Smiley a man of no mean ability as a speaker 
as well as one of quick wit and a good command of the Eng- 
lish language. He is most certainly a packer and gentleman 
worthy of Virginia, a State that has produced the best the 
land has known. 

President F. D. Bolton then read his address, which we 
give below: 

“We are here, my friends, to discuss, with you, one of 
the greatest industries of the country, one which is doing more 
towards conserving and preesrving the world’s supplies of food 
than all others; this is comparatively a new industry, but it 
has grown by leaps and bounds. It has become the great 
reservoir in which the world pours its vast quantity of fruits 
and vegetables to be drawn off as the demand requires. What 
would the great cities do today without the hermetically 
sealed foods. They would be as completely lost as Robinson 
Crusoe on his desert island. 

Canned foods are like the old darkey said to his neighbor 
about the telephone; he had been down town talking to his 
wife quite a distance away, and was explaining to his friend, 
Jim, what a great thing it was. He said ‘Jim, dis telephone am 
a wonderful thing, you is here and dar at the same time.’ 
And that is the way with canned foods, you can them 


- in Virginia and eat them in Chicago and New Orleans at the 


same time. This brings to mind an old negro mammy over in 
Roanoke, who was left by the mistress of the home to take 
care of the children and prepare the meals for the next day. 
On the return of the lady of the house she began to inquire 
as to how things had been going on in her absence; she said: 
‘“‘Marandy, what did you have for breakfast?’ “Canned foods,”’ 
said Marandy. ‘‘What did you have for dinner?” “Canned 
foods,’’ said Marandy. ‘‘What did you give them for a change 
for the evening meal,” ‘‘Canned foods,” said Marandy. “You 
know, missus, I had so much to do and the canned foods was 
ready.”’ And Marandy was right, there is no pealing, no coreing, 
no seeding no washing ,no damaged pieces to cut out and no 
cooking; all is ready for use. 

The canners’ position is very much like that secured by 
an Irishman who came from the mother land. He wrote back 
home to his brother thus: “My dear brother, I have a good 
job over here in America, all I have to do is to feed, water, 
rub and milk forty cows, the dairyman strains the milk.” All 
we have to do is watch and see that the farmer brings the fruit 
or vegetables in in the proper condition and to see that they 
are properly scalded, cored, pealed, packed, processed and 
labelled, while the broker does the selling. 


Now, my fellow-canners, I have no fuss to pick with the 
brokers, they are all good fellows, but don’t you think that 
after we have taken all the risk in buying the raw material 
and all the expense of preparing it for the market, we should 
have a say about what we should get for it? The broker is 
out for business and if he cannot get business at what the 
market should be he will get it at less if you will let him have 
the goods. They come around, pat you on the back; ‘Well, 
John, how is business Selling anything now?’ “And, says 
John,”’ thinges are a little quiet.” Right then he takes John 
into his confidence. He has some offers away below what the 
articles should bring and he tells John all about the revolu- 
tionary war, the war of 1812, the Mexican war, the civil war 
and he woefully relates the fact that no canned foods were 
eaten then and they won’t eat them now for his great war in 
Europe is worse than any of them and they won’t eat anything 
but hog and hominy and you had better sell your canned foods 
at any thing you can get for them. John becomes very much 
worked up and inquires of the broker the best way out. The 
broker informs John that he has several contracts that he 
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would let him have as he was a special friend, so John signs 
away his goods at a great sacrifice, and away goes the broker 


looking out his next dupe. Now the broker is not to blame 
as much as the man that sold the goods. The broker feels 
that if he does not skin you that the next broker will, so he 
does the skining and gets the business. Now how are we 
going to get rid of this kind of thing? My friends it is easy, 
keep posted, know as much about the market as the men who 
are buying and selling your goods. Now my fellow canners 
there is only one way to accomplish this, and that is by co-op- 
eration. 

Now what do we mean by co-operation? It means uniting 
our forces, it means consolidated effort, it means standing 
together. Did you ever drive a team of horses and one would 
pull and the other fall back? Did you ever go out in an auto 
and some of the plugs would spark and others would not? 
If you did you had a fine example of non co-operation, but on 


the other hand if the horses pulled together, if every plug in 
the engine sparked you have an example of co-operation. 


We cannot have complete co-operation unless all the can- 
ners pull together. We don’t want any defective spark plugs 
or balky horses in our midst. I do not suppose you have any 
of the balky type of men in tliis good county surrounding Fred- 
ericksburg, but that all pull together for one great purpose 
and that the advancement and protection of the business in 
which you are engaged. Now let us note for a moment some 
of the things necessary to do in order to advance and protect 
our business. We should advertise our goods. The general 
public have an idea that canned foods are not as healthful as 
other foods; that ptomaine poison is frequently caused by the 


use of canned vegetables, while the truth is that no ptomaines 
attack vegetables. 


Now that we are preparing the most healthful food, we 


should let the public know it and thus increase the consump- 


tion. 
Reserve Fund. 


We should not be willing to let our treasury go empty, 
realizing that unknown calls are likely to be made upon it at 
any time, and we should provide a means by which we can 
raise a reserve or emergency fund, outside of general running 
expenses of the association, to meet all necessary calls made 
upon it. 

There are several reasons why we should have this fund. 
Take, for instance, the State Legislature. Everyone who is 
elected to the Hohse or Senate is not in position to see the 
needs of all people, but only looks at things from his point of 
view, gained from his surroundings, and it is essential that he 
be set right on many questions. Take, for instance, the Child 
Labor Law. It is a good law for the cities where children are 
kept in sweat boxes day after day, but out in the canning dis- 
trict it is impractical. The screening of factories is another 
matter which we have had before us. This would have been 
a great hardship on the canner and would have done no good 
as the fly does not like a tomato factory, and last, the employes 
liability bill. A bill full of danger, a bill that would have 
done great damage to the large manufacturer and paralyzed 
the small one. This bill was by the quick work of the manu- 
facturers, through their representatives, knocked out the last 
session of the Legislature. 

If a bill is presented not suited to and hurtful to our 
business, we must be in position to show our representatives 
why such a measure should not become a law. We have a 
standing committee ready at all times to look into any bill 
brought before the House or Senate that bears in any way on 
the packing industry, and if they find a bill to be hurtful they 
use the best means to get rid of the objectional features. The 
above mentioned committees’ expenses should be paid out of 
the reserve fund. 


Uniform Legislation. 


The National Pure Food Laws cover the ground logically, 


and packers in general have no criticism to make, but some 

of the States have enacted laws that are so stringent and seem- 
ingly unfair that packers of canned foods are obliged to watch 
the market to which they are shipping in order to have them 

Heap! with the State laws where the goods are destined to 
e sold. 
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It is presumed that all goods are packed, so far as ma- 
terial and processing is concerned to comply with the National 
Pure Food Laws, but some States declare very definitely that 
certain changes should be made which would be of little or 
no benefit to the packer or the consumer, and it is hoped that 
uniform legislation along the lines of the National Pure Food 
Law may be established in every State. 


Standards. 


The subject of standards has been before the packer more 
than any other thing. Nine-tenths of all the rejections are 
based on the question of standards. Each packer has his idea 
of what a standard should be, and every jobber has his. If 
the market advances the standard is one thing and if it goes 
down it is another. We should pack the same quality of goods 
to sell as standard that we would be willing to buy as standard 
and our rejections would be cut in half, the other half of the 
rejections we attribute to the bad judgment of the buyers. 

We adopted a uniform contract last March, but it has not 
been put to general use yet.. This contract, if used, would 
reduce rejections. 

Sanitation. 

Great improvements have been made at many canneries 
since the subject of sanitation has been before us, and yet 
we should not cease to improve along this line, for the cleaner 
our canneries and more attractive our goods the greater the 
consumption. 

Now in closing let me urge upon you the necessity of 


. joining hands with every section of this State and all pull 


together for the protection and advancement of our industry. 
Following Mr. Bolton should have come a talk by Mr. W. 
G. Spigle, but the time was late and the paper was turned over 


to The Canning Trade for publication. The meeting then ad- 
journed. 


(As space is limited in this issue, we are going to with- 
hold Mr. Spigle’s address and the report of the third session 
until our issue of the eighth, when we can give it in full.) 


MEETING OF THE INDEPENDENT CANNERS AND THE 
CONSOLIDATED COMPANY OF CANADA. 


A meeting of the Independent Canners and the Con- 
solidated Company was held in the King Edward Hotel here 
Friday last for the purpose of pooling their packs and form- 
ing a selling agency to take care of the large surplus held 
over by each concern. Such an arrangement would prove 
beneficial to the canning interests in general and there was a 
large attendance of canners present to discuss the issue. It 
was decided to appoint a committee of nine of the largest 
packers to draft an agreement to be presented to each and 
every canner for their approval and it is quite possible such 
an arrangement will be consumated in the near future to over- 
come the present situation and further uphold a stronger 
market on thé large volume of staple lines unsold. 


All packers view the situation from a serious standpoint 
if the large surplus carried is offered at ridiculously low prices 
and the market would be demoralized to such an extent, it 
would be many years before the industry would recover and 
profitable prices would prevail. It is further the intention of 
this committee to curtail the packs of all canners for a period 
of at least three years to prevent an over-supply and in many 
cases small packers especially of tomatoes, will be renumerated 
by the association to close their plants to lessen the pack. 

As a result of the forming of this holding company, buy- 
ers have been more anxious to direct their attention to canned 
foods and many sales have resulted the past week, especially 
on tomatos 3’s, which were sold on the basis of 67 %c. factory, 
and gallons $2.00. This was the only line much interest was 


taken in, corn and peas not being in demand, but a few sales 
were made at 65c factory. 


CANADA. 
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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


The good things that have been provided for you 
during the big New York City Convention are all here 
laid out for your consideration, and if you observe care- 
fully, there is a great deal of important and highly inter- 
esting matter contained therein. 


No branch of the industry is neglected or overlooked 
in this big program, and we anticipate that the meetings 
of the various sections—Corn, Peas, Tomatoes and Milk, 
will provide opportunities for direct and effective work, 
and that full advantage of these opportunities will be 
taken, 


We are aware that for years the inclination has been 
to neglect the actual meetings, and then read the reports 
of them as published. We have always given you these 
convention reports immediately after the close of the 
sessions, while the matters are fresh in your minds; but 
you are making a mistake in merely reading the reports— 
you ought to be present, listen to the debates, and take 
part in them. Oftentimes the full intent of an expression 
is not gotten in the mere words, the attendant circum- 
stances and the very intonation of the words change or 
alter the meaning. Often fiery, eloquent addresses lose 
their life and appear cold and flavorless in type. 
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You ought to be present to see what circumstances 
lead up to the actions taken, to profit from the experience 
of your fellow-canners, and as we have said to lend your 
aid and advice in the shaping of the actions. Frequently 
we have found that the most potent factor of any meet- 
ing of canners is the underlying current that cannot be 
expressed in words. And this condition is growing rap- 
idly in the industry; the canners are waking rapidly to 
their full power, and they give expression to sentiments 
that do not appear in type. Yet those are the very things 
you want most—and which you can only get by being 
present. 


Then in the matter of factory improvement and 
equipment—Y ou owe it to yourself to keep abreast of the 
times by seeing all that is shown in the big machinery 
and supplies display. That finest of all exhibition plants 
—the Grand Central Palace will offer the largest and 
most varied display of canners’ machinery and supplies 
ever shown. Many of the leading supply houses have 
told us that they will show more new machinery this 
year than ever before, and there will most certainly be 
something new to look at, even for the regular, every- 
year-conventionites. As for those canners who have not 
visited these machinery displays, if there be such in the 
industry, there is a most decided treat in store. Person- 
ally we cannot understand how a canner can fail to see 
this, particularly if he intends to buy machinery, as all 
must do =, 


It may not be amiss to right here tell our leaders 
that they had better consider well the improvements 
necessary in their plants to make them comply with the 
State and National pure food requirements. We believe 
the days of leniency have pased; we know that Dr, Bar- 
nard of Indiana, and Dr. Strode of Ohio, have told their 


canners plainly that they might as well not contract for 
any acreage, unless they have their plants in full con- 
formity with requirements. Delaware, Maryland and 
New Jersey, and for that matter every State in the Union 
is going to act in just that way, even if they have not 
said so plainly. 


You know these food commissioners have their as- 
sociation, and they consider these matters in meeting, 
and act just the same as other business organizations ; so 
that when one shows that the determination has been 
reached, it is safe to surmise that all have done so, though 
some of them may not be as communicative as others. 
They know that the canners have absolutely no excuse at 
this late day; that they have been given every considera- 
tion, and an unusually long time to prepare. Canners 
cannot complain now if the commissioners have reached 
the end of their leniency. The extensive display of ma- 
chinery and equipments affords an unexampled oppor- 
tunity to consider what best answers your particular pur- 
pose, and the wise man will take advantage of it. 


Secretary Gorrell has worked hard and untirngly on 
this program and has met with unusual difficulties and de- 
lays. The meetings will be held under what may be 
considered ideal conditions—splendid, large rooms of 
easy access, and at times that will not conflict with your 
visits to the machinery display or with your sight-seeing 
tours of the Big Town. Be present and show your ap- 


preciation of the good work done in your behalf—for it 
is all for your benefit, and you ought to help uphold the 
hands of your officers.

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Seattle Salmon" Market 


Cut in price was a mistake—No advantage in sacrificing goods—Prospects indicative 
present stock will be greatly reduced before new pack goods appear—Some notes 


of the fruit canning industry. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, January 29, 1915. 

Salmon—Interest continues to centre in the chum division 
of the salmon market, so far as the Coast is concerned. Fol- 
lowing the sensational cut in prices the market has reacted 
and nothing can be obtained in the primary market at less 
than 72% or 75 cents. There is a good demand even at these 
figures and many packers are steadfastly refusing to let go 
at dess than the opening prices. The more that the recent 
cut in prices is analyzed the more convinced do packers and 
brokers here feel that it was a very foolish and entirely un- 
warranted move. No good came of the cut, and 100,000 cases 
or more of somebody’s salmon was dumped on the market at 
a loss to the packers. Here is the way one prominent Seattle 
broker comments on the recent upset: 

“Owing to incompetent management and partly due to 
financial reasons, several of the largest concerns dumped pos- 
sibly 100,000 cases chums on the market at 65c. They were 
sold out in a few days, and the trade has since gladly been 
paying 75c on the Coast. This quick advance confirms the 
above opinion, though stronger words of condemnation would 
be perhaps in order. Do not sacrifice your stocks. Jobbers 
will hereafter prefer to buy from the small independent can- 
neries than from the big crowd who have followed such an 
erratic policy in the past few years.” 

There is every indication that business is improving in the 
South and that there will be a considerable movement of the 
lower grades in that direction during the next few months. 
One steamer now loading on Puget Sound will take about 65,- 
000 cases of salmon to Charleston. It is said that this is late 
business placed since arrangements were made for moving the 
cotton crop. There has been a good movement of canned sal- 
mon to the Atlantic Coast during recent months. The Seattle 
harbormaster’s annual report shows that during 1914 a total 
of 649,032 cases of salmon were shipped from Seattle to 
New York city. In Decembér alone 7,013 cases were shipped 
to Philadelphia; 32,401 to New York City; 6,460 to Boston; 
Charleston, 25,307; Portland, Me., 1,830 cases. 

The stock of pink salmon is being rapidly reduced and 
nothing is being ocered so far as can be learned at less than 
90 cents. The general impression prevails that the unsold 
supply of red Alaska salmon is light both here and in Cali- 
fornia. However, this grade is still obtainable around $1.45. 
Predictions are being freely made that it will touch a con- 
siderable higher price before the new pack is available. 


Brokers are already advising their eastern representatives 
to get busy with futures, orders of course subject to approval 
of opening price. ; 

The views of President Fortman, of the Alaska Packers’ 
Association, the largest factor in the canned salmon industry, 
at this time should be very interesting. Mr. Fortman in sum- 
marizing the salmon market says: _ 

“During the first part of 1914 the salmon markets were 
satisfactory and promising. The outbreak of the European 
war caused serious economic disturbance. Our company has 
not sold any of its 1914 pack for its usual outlets in Asia, 
Africa or South America. The salmon shipments to Europe 
and our Southern States were greatly curtailed. Some of our 
Northern States and Australasia took rather a full proportion. 
In consequence of these conditions the carryover of the 1914 


salmon pack on the Pacific Coast is the largest in the history 
of the business. The canned salmon stocks in the hands of 


th trade are light and with reasonable distribution the carry- 


over should become greatly reduced before the 1915 pack is 
ready for marketing. 

“The association’s total pack was 1,241,980 cases and the 
profits for the season $789,689.42. 

_ Men connected with all branches of the salmon business 
were shocked recently to learn of the sudden death of F. L. 
Deming, vice president of the Pacific American Fisheries Com- 
pany, which operates many canneries in Alaska and on Puget 
Sound. He was also head of the big Chicago brokerage firm 
of Deming & Gould, known around the world. He died at 
his home in Chicago. 

Two new cannery projects have been launched here dur- 
ing the past week. The Deep Sea Salmon Company, Smith 
Building, have had plans drawn for a plant which it will build 
at Knik, Alaska. The plant will have a capacity of about 30,000 
cases a. season. It will cost about $50,000. 

J. A. Péderson, 7306 Twenty-fourth Avenue N. W., 
Seattle, is figuring on constructing a fish-packing plant at some 
point on Puget Sound. He has asked for the lease of a street 
end at Thirty-sixth Avenue, N. W. 

Fruits—The pack of the Sumner & Puyallup Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Association last season was 2,712,300 cases, as compared 
with 1,135,672 cans in 1913. The raspberry pack was in- 
creased 182 per cent; loganberry, 240 per cent; blackberries, 


164 per cent; strawberries, 11 per cent. SALMON.

V WM. DUGDALE DEAD. 


Mr. Wm. Dugdale, in recent years well known as a lead- 
ing canned food broker of Indianapolis, died at his home, in 
Waynesboro, Va., on Monday, January 25. 

About a year or so ago Mr. Dugdale gave up his broker- 
age business and retired to his apple farm in Virginia. Years 
ago, when the can-making firm of Black and Krebs was known 
as one of the Big Four, Mr. Dugdale managed the Indianapolis 
branch of this firm, although by birth he was a Baltimorean. 
He made a wide circle of friends throughout the canning in- 
dustry, for he was a man of much personal charm. His death 
comes as a shock, and the sympathy of the industry goes out 
to his relatives.

San Francisco, Cal., January 29, 1915. 

Alaska Salmon Packers—The annual meeting of the 
Alaska Packers’ Association was held at the headquarters of 
the concern at San Francisco on January 19, when officers and 
directors were chosen for the ensuing year and the present sit- 
uation gone over carefully. The directors chosen for 1915 
are Henry E, Fortmann, Isaac Liebes, W. B. Bradford, Louis 
Sloss, Henry #. Bothin, George L. Payne, John Daniel, William 
Timson, Jefferson F. Moser, William Haas and William Ger- 
tels. The officers are Henry F. Fortmann, president; Louis 
Sioss, vice president; William Timson, vice president; A. K. 
Vichenor, secretary and treasurer, and G. E. Geary, cashier. 
‘he company is capitalized at $7,500,000, divided into 75,000 
shares of $100 each, of which 57,508 have been issued. The 
association carries its own insurance and at the close of 1913 
the tund showed a credit of $1,841,248.39, and earned $479,- 
997.39 tor 1914. The amount charged to losses and expenses 
aggiegate $316,314.31, leaving an insurance fund of $2,004,- 
931.47. During the 1914 season fifteen plants were operated, 
of which tou:teen were in Alaska and one on Puget Sound. 
Appioximately $300,000 was expended in improvements to 
piauts auring the year and $132,335.40 was written off for 
wepsecialuon. ‘Lue present appira.sed vaiue of the plants is 
$4,219,096.07. ‘Lhe fleet now consists of nine ships, twelve 
Da:hs, Darkehlune, Luiee schouneis and sixty-two steamers 
and iauncnes, a total of eignty-seven vesseis, the vaiue of which 
is piacea at $1,341,250. ‘Lhe association’s pack of saimon for 
the year amounted to 1,241,9s8U cases, as tollows: Sockeyes, 
47,284; Alaska Keds, 884,614; Kings, 16,032; Cohoes, 21,434; 
Pinks 206,783, and Chums, 65,833. ‘There were aiso 3,608 
barrels of salt saimon packed.

Market a Puzzle—tThe canned salmon market has proved 
to be rather in the nature of a surprise to many of the local 
operatois during the past few weeks, but few of whom were 
prepared for the slump in prices that has occurred, notably 
on the lower grades. The pack of chums and pinks made by 
cannery firms making San Francisco their headquarters is 
comparatively light, as most of these concerns operate in the 
Bristol Bay section. They have been successful in disposing 
of most of their low grade fish and were led to believe that 
stocks elsewhere were more closely cleaned up than is actually 
the case. But few chums or pinks are to be had here, outside 
of the holdings of one or two of the largest operators, and 
holders are loth to dispose of the former for less than 70 cents, 
although it is understood that in the Northwest sales are being 
made at 65 cents. Foreign interests are making many in- 
quiries for canned salmon and some sales are being made. 
Brokers advise that Russian and French agents are asking for 
quotations on 200,000 cases of salmon, mostly of the lower 
grade. Several shipments of low grade fish have left the Coast 
during the past two weeks for the Southern States, indicating 
that conditions there are improving. 

Tomatoes—The tomato market is scarcely as firm as it 
has been for some time past, with some of the smaller opera- 
tors shading present quotations in order to move their pack. 
No. 2% are quoted generally at 72%c, but it is — to 
secure lots several cents cheaper than this. 


Coast News Notes—The annual meeting of the Placer 
Fruit Growers’ Cannery Association, a co-operative concern 
backed by Piacer County orchardists and business men of 
Lincoin, was held recently at Lincoln, Cal. The report of 
the directors for the first season’s run was very satisfactory, 
showing that 800,000 cans had been packed and most of the 
output disposed of. Directors and officers were chosen as 
foliows: A. kereva, president; W. E. Ingram, secretary, and 
L. J. Kinsey, B. C. Munser and A. F. Adams, directors. 

A co-operative cannery company has been formed at Tul- 
are, Cal., to take over the business of the Tulare Canning Com- 
pany, tormed there several years ago, and operated with vary- 
ing success.

The com- 
mittee having the tormation of the new company in charge 
consists of W. B. Parr, J. B. Southwell, A. Peterson, Harry 
Ciark and Albert Martin. 

The Haithill ‘tuna Packing Company has been incorpor- 
ated at Long Beach, Cal., with a capital stock of $100,000, the 
directors being . G. Fitch, H. D. Graham, F. W. Converse, 
H. S. Noyes and W. R. Stevenson. ‘The officers are A. P. 
Hialthill, presiaent; H. J. Haifhill, vice-president, and Charles 
P. Halthiil, secretary and treasurer. These men formerly 
held the majority stock in the Southern California Fish Com- 
pany, whose cannery at ‘lerminal Island was recently de- 
suroyed by fire. ‘:hey disposed of their holdings and have 
tormed this new concern with the idea of at once commenc- 
ing work on the erection ot a new pliant to cost $50,000. The 
company wiil confine its operations to the packing of tuna and 
Wlii piace a new brand on the market. 

‘Lhe Manteca Canning Company has been incorporated at 
Stockton, Cal., with a capital stock of $50,000, by Otto Von 
Detten, ‘I’. A. Neison, A. Baccilieri, F. M. Cowell and C. E.

As Brokers View The Market 


Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., January 30th, 1915. 

Developments during the week in the canned foods market 
were watched with much keener interest than usual to see what 
the effect would be of the publication of the statistics of the 
pack of tomatoes, corn and peas after the figures had been 
spread broadcast throughout the country and fully digested by 
the canners, jobbers and brokers, as well as by the money- 
lenders who cater to the financial requirements of the canners. 
No pulse beats quicker and faster than that of the money- 
lender when he scents danger in the collaterals which he holds 
to secure his loans, but he fears no danger in canned tomatoes 
as a liquid asset, apparently, for there is none except the remote 
contingencies that attend all such transactions by conservative 
bankers. Judged by the sales of tomatoes this week, the job- 
bers have not lost any of their confidence in the goods. The 
canners appear to be confident of their position, and seem con- 
tent to await the increasing demand which they believe is com- 
ing. The broker is neutral, as he should be, unless he knows 
something worth telling. The net result of the week’s develop- 
ment in tomatoes is a slightly firmer market, with a small in- 
crease in the demand over the week previous. 

The orders for tomatoes this week came from the same 
widely separated markets that bought them in good sized lots 
before the statistics were published, and each order called for 
rush shipment, indicating that the jobbers have allowed their 
holdings to run down to the minimum. It indicates, also, that 
this market continues to be the cheapest source of supply. The 
No. 2 size is a little bit stronger than the other sizes, due to 
the increasing popularity of them. — The consumption of toma- 
toes is, evidently, much larger this winter than ever before, 
keeping pace with the increased output. 

Canned sweet potatoes was the star performer this week. 
Two weeks ago they were friendless at 75c dozen: today they 
are strong at 90 to 95c, and look still stronger ahead because of 
the increasing demand, especially in the West. A surprising 
feature in the market is the stiffening up in the price of corn, 
notwithstanding the large increase in the pack last season. To- 
day the price is higher than it was before the statistics were 
published. String beans and spinach are firmer, though not any 
higher as yet. In the other lines of vegetables there was light 
buying during the week, nothing more than the usual daily small 
orders for assorted lots, and the price-changes were nil. 
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Pears have been active since the first of the-year, all grades 

. from the cheapest water pears to the highest priced quality in 

syrup. Apples and Pineapples are fairly active in small lots. 

‘ Peaches, berries and cherries are: dull and the prices of them 
are unchanged. .
